WELL KNOWN WOMAN DIM IN 


DAYTONA AS A RESULT"* OF 


FRIGHTFUL .BURNS RECEIVED 


AT HER PENINSULA HOME. 
Hn. Harriet A. McLees, on« of the 


early settlers of the east coast, died 
In Daytona at an early hour Wednes- 
day as the result of frightful burns 
received at her home on the Penin- 
sula, a few miles north of Ormond. 


According to the account of the ac- 


cident told by Mrs. MoClees, she was 
engaged In burning some brush on 
her premises Tuesday afternoon, and 
the Ore escaped from her control. In 
endeavoring to extinguish It, her clo- 
thing caught flre. She jumped Into a 
well or cistern on the place and thus 
put out the flames which enveloped 
her, but was frightfully burned, par- 
ticularly about the upper part of her 
body.. 


After extinguishing her burning 


clothing she crawled from the water 
and awaited assistance which appear- 
d in the presence of several mem- 
bers of J. H. Dressner's family, neigh- 
bors, who were passing the place and 
noticed the Ore. They extinguished 
the fire still burning on the place 
and phoned to Dr. Roy Howe, who 
brought the unfortunate woman to 
Daytona In his car and took her at 
her request to Dr. mock's hospital, 
reaching there at about 7:00 o'clock 
In the evening. She died the follow- 
ing morning at about 3:00 o'clock. Al- 
though so fearfully burned, she was 
stoical and made little complaint of 
her Buffering, It Is said, and was con- 
scious until the end. 


The body was taken to the Stag- 


nant & Maley company's undertaking 
rooms to await instructions, an uncle 
being wired at RedbanU. N. J., and 
a telegram also being forwarded to 
W. F. Gille, now in Michigan, wbo 
seems to have been acquainted with 
her business affairs. 


Mrs. McClees was well known,, par- 


ticularly to the older residents of this 
section, having lived for many years 
on the Peninsula north of Ormond, 
and for a number of years has been 
entirely alone. Latterly she has fre- 
quently visited Daytona. She was re- 
cently brought Into public notice by 
her bitter opposition to the opening 
of the Jno. Anderson highway through 
her property and the land for the 
roadway was only secured by con- 
demnation proceedings by the coun- 
ty commissioners.

I don't eve what the analysis 


shows, there 1* every indication—ev- 
ery proof that this prominent cttlsen 
lost hi* life by accident—that he fell 
orerboard from the Jacksonville ferry 
boat -while in a condition of extreme

when he fell overboard. Even in his 
sickness, however, he managed to hold 
up until the boat reached the opposite 
side of the river. Of course he was 
exhausted before he fell and the 
rough waters behind the boat added 
:o his exhaustion but he struggled 
xopetully as he saw a yacht coming 
to save him 
In vain he looked to- 


wards the ferry boat, but seeing the 
yacht he turned towards it with his to perform." 


E. O. Painter stood among the drat 


men In Jacksonville. Hie happy home 
life excited much favorable comment 
—his business attain were In excel- 
lent shape—he was of sunny tempera- 
ment—he was a consistent Christian— 
he was lost planning greater things 
to make him happier—he had every- 
thing to live for. 


Then why should he want to die? 


The enormous life insurance showed 
that he loved his business and that he 
loved his family. His death would 
cause his wife and daughter poignant 
grief. Why should he wish to inflict 
snob, pain upon those whom he loved 
best in all the world? He knew that 
with over a million dollars' worth of 
life insurance recently taken out, that 
insurance companies would have an 
investigation.

Painter struggle in the trouble 
ft»ne, rough waters of the St Joluis 
river—those who knew the man moat 
intimately will never be convinced 
that he killed himself. 


Another matter—I was on the ferry 


boat with B. C. Broward, P. S. Bowen, 
Emmett Broward and others, and we 
saw Painter struggling to save his life 
as the yacht approached him. For

ly five minutes he was battling to live. 


It is contended by some that Painter 


could not afford to carry such insur- 
ance, as he was not a rich man. Mr. 
Painter was a rich man, and he had 
a family that lived comfortably and in- 
expensively. The home was beautiful, 
but the three members lived quietly, 
caring nothing for society functions 
and lavish entertainment The daugh- 
ter devoted her time and talents to 
her father's business and the wife and 
mother to household duties. 


Mr Painter was earnestly solicited

The United States Geological Sur- 


vey recently published Bulletin 516, 
'Results of Spirit Leveling in Florida, 
.911," the work reported in which was 
done under the direction of R. B. Mar- 
shall, chief geographer. In the bulle- 
In are given descriptions of about 200 
datum points established by the Qeo- 
oglcal Survey, as well as approximate- 
y 40 points established by the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. The lowest 
point In the state described in the bul- 
etln is given as follows: 
St Augustine, In face of sea wall, 1.9 
meters below top, few feet south of 


bench mark A, of wall; upper sur- 


face or iron rod 1 inch square (C. & 


Q. Q. S. "Tidal") 
0.872 feet 


The highest point in the state thus 
ar accurately determined is a bench 
mark established by the Geological 
Survey and is described as follows: 
Lake Geneva, 12 miles northeast cor- 


ner of crossroads, iron post stamped 
"246 
Prim. Trav. Sta. No. 66" 


248227 feet 


The topographic maps published by 


the survey show the elevation of points 
within the areas mapped, but these ele- 
vations are only approximate, while 
hose given in the bulletins on spirit 
evellng are exact and consequently 
are of considerable value to engineers 
and surveyors who may require some 
point on which to base their work. 


A number of years ago the Geologi- 


cal Survey published a "Dictionary of 
of Altitudes" for the entire United 
States (now out of print), bat the ele- 
vations given In that volume were 
nearly all approximate only; they 
could not be used as a basis for work 
requiring accuracy and care.

WELL KNOWN WOMAN DIM IN 


DAYTONA AS A RESULT'4 OF 


FRIGHTFUL .BURNS RECEIVED 


AT HER PENINSULA HOME. 


Mrs. Harriet A. McLees, one of the 


early settlers of the east coast, died 
In Daytona at an early hour Wednes- 
day as the result of frightful burns 
received at her home on the Penh* 
sula, a few miles north of Ormond. 


According to the account of the ac- 


cident told by Mrs. MoClees, she was 
engaged In burning some brush on 
her premises Tuesday afternoon, and 
the Ore escaped from her control. In 
endeavoring to extinguish It, her clo- 
thing caught flre. She jumped into a 
well or cistern on the place and thus 
put out the flames which enveloped 
her, but was frightfully burned, par- 
ticularly about the upper part of her 
body.. 


After extinguishing her burning 


clothing she crawled from the water 
and awaited assistance which appear- 
d in the presence of several mem- 
bers of J. H. Dressner's family, neigh- 
bors, who were passing the place and 
noticed the Ore. They extinguished 
the fire still burning on the place 
and phoned to Dr. Roy Howe, who 
brought the unfortunate woman to 
Daytona in his car and took her at 
her request to Dr. mock's hospital 
reaching there at about 7:00 o'clock 
In the evening. She died the follow- 
ing morning at about 3:00 o'clock. Al- 
though so fearfully burned, she was 
stoical and made little complaint of 
her suffering, it is said, and was con- 
scious until the end.

ERU U conceded to be the 
third richest country In the 
world. 
Its own leading men 


believe positively it is the 
richest, and no one can say 


lust how great I* the wealth of ita nn- 
-explored hill* and canyons. 
The ef- 


fort of its statesmen to redeem It, as 
recently reported, by land concessions 
to Immigrants and railroads to carry 
the products of the fields and the 
mines, which are now carried on the 
backs of natives, has attracted more 
attention in Europe than the United 
States, which is godfather to It 


Peru is said to be the one country 


in South America where there is no 
racial antipathy to Americans, as this 
country did Peru a good turn prob- 
ably before that spirit was born among 
the Latin races to the south. It was 
In 1858 that the United States re- 
stored to Peru the Lotos guano is- 
lands, to which some adventurous 
Americans had laid claim. The fair- 
ness of this government ha* since 
then been something of a tradition 
down there. 


Wealth Back of Desolate Coast. 
Much of the wealth that Spain has 


dissipated, her gold and silver that 
was made into ornament* as well as 
money, and the precious stone* be- 
longing to the royal houses are re- 
puted to have been largely carried 
back from Peru by the ConqulSB- 
dores. 
/ 


For a thousand miles the coast 


of Peru present* a bold, unspeakable 
barren appearance. Mountain* tower 
up toward the cloudless skies day aft- 
er day as one pursues his slow way 
down the coast Not a tree or a green 
bush can be seen, but back of the 
barrier i* the wealth of the Incas— 
gold and silver, coffee and cotton and 
spice* and fruits and rare woods No- 
where does the desert run back for 
more than 80 miles from the coast, 
and usually not so far. Then there 
Is the long stretch of gradually ris- 
ing plains, the foothill* and then the 
great Interior table lands. 


From 1630 to 1824 Jesuit priest* 


are credited with taking 27 tons of 
pure silver out of a single valley, 
while other mines are said to have 
yielded hundreds of million* of dol- 
lar*, and even with the primitive 
•yttem employed by the monks and 
the native Indians 
But for nearly 


half a century or more Pern went 
backward, and became so poor that 
her richest citizen lived on the pawn- 
shop*. 
But that period ha* passed, 


and with permanent peace the country 
is ilowly recovering its prosperity. 


Silver is one mineral that Is, per* 


haps, most abundant, and that Is to 
be found In every section of the re- 
public 
In many place* It 1* found 


In a native state, and the deposits are 
of great 
richness. 
Copper mining 


1* comparatively a new Industry In 
Peru, a* not until the depreciation of 
silver, did miner* turn their attention 
to copper, when it was found that 
it existed in paying quantities in the 
great silver districts 
Within the 


last few year* the Haggln-Guggenhelm 
copper mine* at Cerro de Pa*eo have 
produced enormous Quantities of ore. 
and modern smelting works have been 
established at eeveral of the more Im- 
portant center*. 


Cerro de Paseo and Tanll are the 


two best known copper regions of 
Peru, but other* are known to ex- 
lit The ore* of Peru are always found 
In varlou* combination* with differ- 
ent metal*. 


Gold, which constituted the great 


wealth of the nation before the con- 
quest by Pliarro, was not mined to a 
very great extent by the Spanish con- 
queror*, who, for some reason, g*re 
an their attention to diver mining. 
For thl* extraordinary reaeoa 
the 


•old mine* from whence the native 
IMM derived their tabulou* weatttt 
remained more or lee* abandoned for 
three centuries, and It to only uow 
that there Is a revival of gold min- 
ing-Gold to found In several pans «( 
Pen.

The German* are showing the fame 


enterprise and aggressive policy In 
Peru that they have shown in Brazil 
and other part* of South America. 
They are elbowing the British out, 
and are absorbing the export trade. In 
almost every city throughout Latin 
America the retail (hop*, the com- 
mission business, the manufacturing 
interest*, and all kind* of enterprises 
are owned or controlled by German*. 
They have recently gone Into Peru. 
The United State* might have had the 
best of everything, but Americans do 
not show any disposition to go out 
Into other countries. There are, how- 
ever, several large American enter- 
prises in Pern. 


Mine* Forgotten. 


In the northern part of the repub- 


lic it i* proposed to rebuild and ex- 
tend two line* of railway in order to 
reach valuable deposits of coal, cop- 
per and other minerals, and 
open 


up tracts of land that are suitable 
for vineyards, fruit* and general ag- 
riculture. 
One of these road* will 


be an extension of a short line now 
running out of Pascasmayo to the an- 
cient town of Caxamarea, where 
Atahulna, the "Last of the Incas," was 
"strangled in the most treacheron* 
manner by Plcarro, after he had filled 
with (old the room of/the palace In 
which he had been Confined." 
The 


mine* from which that gold came have 
been forgotten, but are believed to 
lie somewhere back in the mountain*, 
and, what I* more to the point, there 
are known bed* of coal of good qual- 
ity, almost inexhaustible, it is said, 
and much needed In' South America. 


It i* also proposed to build about 


100 mile* of road from Ho to Mo- 
quega through a rich agricultural 
valley, where the soil Is especially 
adapted for vineyards. 


An English corporation hold* a con- 


cession to build a line a distance of 
200 mile* from the port of Chtmbote 
over the mountain* to we town of 
Huarez, capital of one of the northern 
province*, which 1* the center of 
a 


mineral region with large deposits of 
copper, *Uver and coal An American 
eradicate obtained a concession 
a 


few yean ago, and deposited a for- 
feit of $60,000 for the extension of a 
railway from Payta to the Haranon. 
one of the largest branches of the 
Amazon. The proposed line wa* to 
cross both range* of the Andes and 
open up an agricultural country and 
vast rubber forest*. It was lurvqrod 
and to yet to be constructed.

Saturday. July 5th, an election will

Blown more than 30 feet through 


the air when a spark from hi* pipe 
caused the accidental explosion of a 
box of dynamite caps which he was 
carrying, Arthur Yates, employed on 
the A J. Cushman farm near Redland, 
was instantly killed With the excep- 
tion of his socks, every particle of 
clothing wa* torn from his body, his

Frank Jones, at present superinten- 


dent of the convict camp, will be ap- 
pointed county detective by the board 
of county commissioners of Duval 
county at a salary of $200 a month 
Jones' duties as county detective will 
be to assist State's Attorney Wm A 
Hallowes, Jr, in securing evidence in 
murder canes and other crimes com' 
mltted in the county. This is a new 
position, created by the state legisla- 
ture at Its recent session, and the au- 
thorization of a special detective for 
Duval county, is due to the present 
ment of the last grand jury, which 
called the attention of the judges to 
the fact that many criminals escaped 
punishment because of the lax meth- 
ods used in the apprehension of crim 
inals. 


Following the approval by Governor 


Park Trammell of the bill authorizing 
the commissioners of St Johns county 
to issue $70,000 in warrants by which 
to raise that amount In funds for per- 
manent work, it is understoood that 
the board will take prompt action, 
probably taking the matter up defi- 
nitely at the July meeting It has been 
figured by the engineer that with this 
three miles of permanent paving can 
be placed on the Jacksonville high- 
way—brick eight feet in width, four 
feet of deep shell on each side, mak- 
ing a permanent 16 foot highway This 
stretch would make the entire Jack 
sonvllle road in that county easily 
passable. The road to Hastings via 
Elkton can be completed with shell 
paving and the county can do its share 
towards placing a concrete bridge 
across the San Sebastian river to 
New Augustine. 


There are approximately 800,000 


cattle in Florida, but most of them 
don't get enough to eat, Consequent- 
ly thousands of them die during a hard 
winter, and the young ones that pulled 
through are so stunted that they never 
grow up 
A few men have seen the 


possibilities. One man figures that an 
acre of velvet beans will fatten a thou- 
sand pound* of live weight, and he re- 
gards the beans simply as a by-prod 
uct of rotation. Cowpea hay sells for 
125 a ton, crab grass hay for S20 _ 
ton; and it doesn't cost $5 a ton to 
produce either crop. Milk retails In 
the cities for 60 cents a gallon, one 
man is producing It at 12 cents a 
gallon. Now, with the aid of the fed 
eral government, 12,000 cattle are to 
be shipped out of the state to the food 
lots, and If raisers will only keep at 
It, there Is a $3,000,000 business In 
sight—Sanford Herald.

graded by the same committee. I be- 
lieve the people of this county elected 
me to this office expecting me to do 
what I think best for the education 
of their children.

It 
lurts me almost as much as it does 
the little folks, when I see the coun- 
tenance drop upon being informed of 
a failure; still I rather see a disap- 
pointed child now than to see a failure 
In the same child when the high school 
is reached or in after years. You will 
admit that a good foundation is the 
first requisite, without this the school 
years will mean nothing more than a 
sham for the pupil regardless of pro- 
motion. Promotion over Inefficiency 
Is a sham, a deception to the parent, 
to the child and to the world, and a 
grave injustice to the child. I assure 
yon that it is by no means pleasant to 
have the good people holding me re- 
sponsible for the failure of their chil- 
dren. I am trying to do them a ser- 
vice. I feel it is my duty, and my 
duty" must be done, regardless of what 
may be said or done.

CALL FOR MEETING OF 


TURPENTINE OPERATORS. 


A general convention of turpentine 


operators has been called for June 
30th at Jacksonville, Fla, "to discuss, 
formulate and put to execution meth- 
ods that will enable the operators to 
keep to touch with every detail of the 
manufacture and distribution of naval 
stores products." 


The call was Issued by the Turpen- 


tine Operators' Social and Mutual In- 
terest association which was organized 
a short time ago at Arcadia, Fla. 


The following announcement, with 


regard to the matter has been made: 


"It will be necessary for the operat- 


ors to get together, study costs from 
tree to consumer, plan methods of 
conservation and put the business on 
a better general system. The Florida 
association organized at Arcadia was 
composed of 17 leading nnns, who urge 
the operators to Georgia and other 
states to organize and send represen- 
tatives to the Jacksonville convention 
on June 30th. The secretary of every 
ocal organization Is requested to no- 
ify Nell McL.
